Our visits on each occasion wore unexpected by the hospital 
officials. Our inspections were thorough, and in each we 
afforded trustworthy evidence as to the routine, methods of 
work, and management. 

It may at once be stated that in none of the hospitals did vt 
discover anything approaching culpable negligence or serins 
offence of any description. 

The work done during the year, as the various appended lists 
will show, was equalled, and, in some instances, excelled in 
amount compared to former years. The quality of the work 
appeared to us of a high order, and would bear favourable com- 
parison with that of hospitals elsewhere 

We were particularly gratified to note that honest endeavours 
had been made to profit by our former suggestions. 

It is, however, our opinion that in some cases the pathological 
and bacteriological laboratories are still lacking in modern require- 
ments. This must impede physicians in arriving at a sure 
foundation for the diagnosis of certain diseases, and in procuring 
for their patients the full advantages of modern methods of 
treatment. 


With regard to the admission into general wards of cases of 
pulmonary phthisis, and as to the danger of contagion extending 
to other patients, we expressed an opinion that it would be ad- 
visable to have, in eacli hospital, two suitable wards — one for each 
se x — allotted, when practicable, for the reception of such patients. 

Though all the available accommodation in the city would he 
insufficient to cope with the prevalence of this disease, more 
might be accomplished than at present. 

Several hospitals possess suitable adjoining grounds for the 
erection of shelters, with the help of which “the open air treat- 
ment ’ could be instituted with great benefit to judiciously 
selected cases. 


The number of consumptive patients who could thus he treated 
would of necessity be very limited, yet sufficiently large to ofe 
a useful demonstration of the efficiency of “ open air treatment 
even when practised in the midst of a city. , 

We venture again to suggest that the public should be informed 
by the authorities of the ways in which tuberculous diseases may 
be disseminated, and the means by which they may be obviated. 

We cannot forbear adding that it would be advisable tW 
strict sanitary legislation should be enforced in regard » 
public conveyances, and also to churches, school-rooms, theatres, 
factories, markets, aud dairy-yards, and other buildings ffb® 
arge assemblies of people are gathered together. ... , 

lhe various Statistical and other Tables in Appendices wiU “ 
tound similar in character to those that have hitherto appeal 
m regular annual sequence, but at the same time indicative of • 
relative, changes and results in the operation of the <h“ eKB 
institutions. 


The financial accounts are rendered on a uniform system, * 
that it can be seen whether any Hospital is extravagant m 
expenditure as compared with others.

The figures generally afford a satisfactory proof that the 
Governing bodies are showing a due regard to economy in the 
arrangements for the maintenance of patients in the several 
Hospitals under their management. 

On the 1st of April, 1901, there remained 911 patients in these 
hospitals under the supervision of our Board. 

The number admitted during the year was 11,248, making the 
whole number under treatment 12,159, of whom 10,792 left the 
wards either cured or relieved, or were discharged for other 
causes, and 471 died. 

Eight hundred and ninety-six remainedunder treatment in these 
hospitals on the 31st March, 1902. 

Exclusive of incurables, the mortality was 3'8Q per cent, on 
those treated to a termination. 

The total daily average number of beds occupied in these 
hospitals throughout the year was 942'75. 

The time spent in hospital by each patient under treatment 
(omitting the patients in the Royal Hospital for Incurables) 
averaged 23'97 days.

The Westmorland Lock Hospital 
On our visit -we found cleanliness and good order prevail 

throughout the hospital. 

e condition of the patients appeared satisfactory ; their per- 
ba clothing was of a suitable material, and well fitting. The 
a, a , covering in the wards were in good order, comfort- 
*ble, and sufficiently warm. 

e examined the several articles of diet and. the method of 
tWn? . and found all satisfactory. : We ascertained 
e re gistry of the patients admitted and discharged was 
kept. n k° c ^ e ' The financial accounts appealed carefully

The Matron continues to discharge her duties very efficiently 
She is responsible for the discipline of the hospital, and sees 
that the diets are strictly attended to, and that the appointed 
hours of lest, lisiug, and of meals are observed. She receives 
all hospital stores, and distributes the same to the proper persons, 
according to regulation, submitting a like account to the Board! 

In addition to laundry employment, the Matron endeavours to 
find suitable occupation for the patients, and there can be no 
doubt that those able to do light work are better and happier 
when employed than when left idle. 

We were glad to notice a general improvement in this 
Institution; the metal baths throughout the building have been 
replaced by the most approved porcelain ware pattern. 

A large supply of books and journals for the amusement of 
the patients had been provided. We were pleased to observe 
in the Examination Hall that every modern instrument and 
appliance had been procured which was considered necessary for 
the service of the hospital. 

There were 59 patients in this institution on the 1st April, 
1901 ; 413 were admitted, and 11 infants were born in the house 
during the year ; 415 were discharged ; 4 died; and 53 remained 

on the 31st March, 1902. 

The mortality was 095 per cent, on the total number treated 
to a termination. 

The time spent in hospital by each patient averaged 
days, and the average daily number of beds occupied during the 
year was 65-62. 


Steevens’s Hospital. 


We found this hospital and all its arrangements in admirals 
order and efficiency. Everything seen during our inspection in- 
dicated an active and thoughtful consideration for the care cl 

the patients. 

The wards were bright, cheerful, and well ventilated; nra - * 
of them had been recently repainted and decorated, and ike 
new porcelain-ware baths had been provided for the use of t e 
patients. 

h- e uursing arrangements, under the supervision of ^ 
Kelly, continue to be conducted admirably, and the patient* 
whom we interrogated as to the care and attention bestowed® 
thmn, invariably gave satisfactory replies. 

The provisions were of good quality, and the kitchen acc® 
modacion and cooking utensils were sufficient, and in order. 

We ascertained that Mrs. Evans, the matron, receives 
provisions from the different contractors, and issues the die ’ 
accordance with the diet tables. She sees that the * 
properly cooked., and served at the stated hours to the P llt,e “ ” 
llie supply of linen has been reported as ample, each aitic« 
well washed, and marked by the hospital stamp.

The laundry appeared to be sufficiently spacious and has ample 
provision for the escape of vapours. We have ascertained that 
the bedclothes of all patients affected by contagious diseases are 
immediately after removal from the wards, properly disinfected 
and washed separately from the general linen of the hospital. 

We made particular note of the fact that the wine, whiskey, 
and porter are under the care of the apothecary, and issued only 
tv him as prescribed by the physicians arid surgeons. He keeps 
all supplies of these articles carefully locked up, and furnishes 
an accurate account of their disposal. It will be perceived, 
however, that the medical officers are not averse to the use of 
stimulants for their patients, considering under this head, as 
given in our last report, £129 Is. 5d. was expended on this 
item, a sum in proportion far in excess of any other hospital 
under our supervision. 

We have been informed that the accounts are carefully ex- 
amined each month by the Governors. 

There cau be no doubt that in all hospitals a return should be 
submitted to the Board at each monthly meeting showing the 
average number of patients, nurses, servants/and the average 
cost of these per day or month. A. comparison should then he 
made with the corresponding month of the previous year. . By 
this arrangement any undue expenditure could at once be noticed, 
anil the circumstances be immediately investigated under which 
such increase had arisen. 

On 1st April, 1901, 126 patients remained in hospital; 1,335 
were admitted during the year ; 1,310 were discharged ; 41 died; 
and 110 remained at the close of the year. 

The mortality was 3'04 per cent, on the total treated to a 
termination. 

The time spent in hospital by each patient averaged 27-60 days, 
and the average daily Dumber of beds occupied during the year 
was 108-57. 


The Meath Hospital. 

, inspection we found every department of this hospital had 
• r *ri maintained in efficient working order. 

the extensive alterations and improvements mentioned in 
previous reports, both iu the main building and in the out- 
patients department, have justified expectations, and conferred a 
^eat benefit ou the patients, and facilitated the working of the

I e pharmaceutical department we found in good order and 
e arranged, and obsei’ved that the necessary appliances and-

various antidotes were kept ready for an emergency in case 4 
poisoning. We also noticed that the press in which poisonous 
medicines are kept was so constructed as to enable ft* 
apothecary to dispense such drugs with greater facility. 

There were 113 patients in this hospital at the commencement 
of the year; 1,312 were admitted ; 1,248 discharged: 66 die! 
and 111 remained on the 31st March, 1902. 

The mortality was 5 '02 per cent, on the total number treakd 
to a termination. 

The time spent in hospital by each patient averaged 3G3i 
days, and the average daily number of beds occupied during the 
year was 107-89. 

House of Industry Hospitals. 

_ We are glad to be able to report that on the occasion of onr 
visit all the wards were clean, orderly, and well ventilated. The 
patients were well cared for, the various samples of food were of 
good quality, and the cooking was satisfactory. The stores are 
arranged with order and neatness, and striet economy is constantly 
kept in view by the matron, who permits nothing to he lost or 
wasted. The financial returns received by us testify as to the 
care bestowed in the disbursement of all funds. 

We have learned with satisfaction that the nurses are, without 
exception, kind, capable, and attentive to their duties. 

The arrangements of the new Richmond Hospital, referred io 
in our last Report, need not be dealt with on this occasion, but 
we are bound to remark that all details of management show 
exceptional merit, and no effort seems to have been spared to 
provide everything which could conduce to the comfort and wel- 
fare of the patients. 

Although we noted many improvements which had recently 
been carried out in the surgical department, we were sorry to 
observe that the mortuary and post-mortem room still remained 
much behind modern requirements. 

, ■k. 0 proper pathological laboratory has been fitted up in this 
institution. Its absence must prove a serious hindrance to tie 
furtherance of scientific teaching. 

We drew attention to these defects in former Reports, and 
feel sure the Governors will endeavour to have them remedied at 
the earliest possible opportunity. 

Pending the intended alterations we can see no reason wb' 
the old Richmond Hospital could not be utilised, without moe* 1 
trouble or expense, to provide a mortuary, post-mortem roof 1 
a pathological laboratory, and better accommodation for cer “ 1B 
of the external dispensaries. 

We were glad to observe that new beds of the most app»^ 
pattern have been provided for the Hardv/icke HospM 
matter of the utmost importance for fever patients. 
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Hardwicke Fever Hospital. 

Thirty-eight patients remained in Hospital on the 1st of 
April, 1901° 678 were admitted during the year ; 620 were dis- 
chrgeil ; 61 died ; giving a mortality of S S4< per cent, on the total 
number of cases treated to a termination. 

The average daily number of beds occupied during the year 
was 39-85, and the time spent in hospital by each patient averaged 
2615 days. 

Whitworth Medical Hospital. 

On the 1st April, 1901, 48 patients remained in hospital ; 
589 were admitted ; 546 were discharged ; 43 died ; giving a 
mortality of 7 '30 per cent, on the total number of cases treated 
to a termination. 

The average daily number of beds occupied was 44'74, and the 
time spent in hospital by each patient under treatment averaged 
23'69 days. 

Richmond Surgical Hospital. 

There were 52 patients in this Hospital when the year 
commenced ; 953 were admitted ; 896 were discharged ; 37 
died; giving a mortality of 3'96 per cent, on the total number 
of cases treated to a termination. 

The average daily number of beds occupied in the year was 
69'78, and the time spent in hospital by each patient averaged 
1924 days. 


Rotunda Lying-in Hospital. 


The working of this Hospital has been brought into a state of 
great perfection. 

IV e found on inspection each department presenting its usual 
appearance of being kept in creditable order. The wards were 
n jL/’ oooerful, and well ventilated. 

e strictest aseptic precautions are carefully carried out, and 
e sanitary arrangements of the Hospital appear satisfactory,

The average daily number of beds occupied throughout ft*

Tire time spent in hospital by labour cases averaged 9-10 to.

The mortality in the labour wards— deducting non-parturient 
cases— was 0'25 percent., and that of the chronic class wash;; 
per cent. 


The Coombe Lying-in Hospital. 

The evidence of energy and ability with which this Hospital is 
conducted was quite apparent on inspection. The greatest care 
and attention are bestowed on the patients, and the several 
articles of diet we examined were of good quality. The wards 
were, ns usual, scrupulously clean, and well ventilated. 

VVe observed . in each labour ward a notice in a conspicuous 
position indicating all the necessary antiseptic precautions to be 
taken by pupils in attendance on parturient women. The poison 
medicines are carefully kept under lock and key, and the nursing 
is satisfactory. 

We were pleased to find that the Guardians ard Directors bare 
been able, through the liberality of the executors of the will of 
James Weir, deceased, to commence the building of a gynaecologi- 
cal department in Brabazon-street. This new wing will includean 
up-to-date operating theatre, together with sterilising ana 
anaesthetic rooms ; also two new chronic wards. The present 
chronic or gynaecological wards will be altered for the accommo- 
dation of internal students. 

In a former report we adverted to the faulty construction of 
the present linen store as being too small and ill-ventilated, 
suggested, if possible, that in every hospital the linen room 
should be placed in a sunny and well- ventilated situation, and 
that it should be provided with shelves, and so constructed as to 
admit air freely to the clothes, and that ample space should be 
available for mending, classifying, and issuing the several 
articles. 

We continue also to be of opinion that a properly constructed 
hot-air chamber is much required, to be used when- deemed 
necessary for the purification and disinfection of blankets and 
other woollen fabrics.

It is very gratifying to be able to report that this Hosp* 1 
continues to afford valuable assistance to lying-in women in 
poor district, which is greatly needed.

On the 1st April, 1901, there were 16 patients in the labour 
wards ; 517 were admitted during the year; 97 were discharge 
not having been delivered ; 3 died ; and 12 remained m me 
hospital at the close of the year.

On 1st April, 1901, 15 remained in the chronic wards; 230

The average daily number of beds occupied throughout the 
rear by labour cases was 12 28 and that by chronic cases was 
13-68. 

The time spent in hospital by labour patients averaged 11 '25 
dayman! that by the chronic class 22 80 days. 

The mortality of patients admitted to the chronic wards was 
128 on those treated to a termination, and that of the labour 
class was 025 per cent. 

CORK-STREET FEVER HoSL’ITAL. 


Regarding the general management of this Hospital we have 
n thing to add to our former reports, and we continue to repose 
great confidence in the ability and zeal of the Governing Body, 
aid in the Resident Medical Officer, who devotes unceasing 
energy to the service of the Institution. 

On inspection we found every department in excellent order, 
and the patients suitably provided for, and every effort appeared 
to be made to render- them as comfortable as possible. 

Me observed that the old fire-places in the epidemic house 
have been replaced by others of a more modern pattern, which 
permits of an economy in coal without diminishing the amount 
of heat yielded. 

We have ascertained that there is provision for the segrega- 
te of small-pox, typhus, measles, and scarlatina patients in 
separate wards or houses, each of which may be said to have its 
m staff of nurses and wardinaids, who all wear uniforms that 
m be and are, frequently washed. 

, . 5 earned that, owing to the need of more suitable aecommo-

The Royal Victoria Eye and Ear Hospital 

We carefully inspected both branches of this Institution, and

As a school for giving clinical instruction on .the diseases ci 
t e eye and ear, it continues to hold the highest reputation, ud 
accordingly attracts a large number of students. 

, .kj 1 ® building of the new Hospital at present in program al 

Adelaide-road, we cannot report as fully as we could wist 
until its completion ; but, judging of the plans, the greatest 
care appears to have been bestowed on every detail sons to instue 
the most perfect arrangements. 

Considering the large sum required for the completion of the 
uildmg, it has been decided to proceed with only a portion of 
the structure (which can be uti lized for the patients), the remains! 
part of the building to be erected subsequently. 

■ " i details, of structure of this proposed Hospital are to be 
sun pie both within and without, and arranged solely with a view 
o the cure and comfort of the patients, and to economy in the 
working of the Institution. 

On the 1st April, 1901, 54 patients were in hospital; 1,155 were 
admitted during the year; 1,140 were discharged; and 69 to 
remained. The time spent in Hospital by each patient average! 
-o o days, and the average number of beds occupied was 7429. 

Royal Hospital for Incurables. 

On inspection, we found every department of this Hospital 
presented the usual appearance of beino- kept in creditable order 
and neatness. n 

The patients were surrounded with all the requirements which 
medical aid and kindness can afford. The Heating, lighong 
ventilation, and sanitary arrangements of the wards andcorrid® 
are in every respect satisfactory. , 

lhe. kitchen is well lighted, and the cooking appliances an « 
the best description. Tlie diets are good and sufficient, and the 
iood_ is comfortably served. 


,, ? a ve ascertained that the linen supply is ample, -- 

the clothes belonging to patients suffering from cancer and ce»- 
sumptiomare steeped and washed separately from the 

linen of the Hospital. 

Vithin the past twelve months an operation room has be 
completed for the performance of small or emergency of 
which may be deemed necessary. 
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The precautions" against an outbreak of fire have been well 
considered. We observed opposite each ward a hose connected to 
ill inch water supply pipe, from a 3-inch main, which insures a 
copious supplv of water by turning on a wheel valve. The 
attachment of the hose is regularly tested by the .Resident 
Medical OiBcor who is nominally the captain of the Hospital 
Brigade. 

We inspected the Nurses’ Home recently erected, within the 
grounds of the Hospital. The completeness of all its arrange- 
sents have impressed us favourably ; accommodation is provided 
fir twenty-four nurses, six in single rooms, and eighteen in 
cubicles. The committee have also provided two sitting-rooms, 
one for the Staff Sisters and the other for Ward Nurses and 
Probationers. 

The sanitary arrangements are very satisfactory. 

The occupation of this building will increase the capacity of 
the hospital by having the nurses and probationers removed from 
their present quarters. 

In conclusion we are glad to report that the administration or 
this hospital appears to be thorough and systematic, and that 
4e Governors are entitled to the greatest credit for their per- 
severing energy in maintaining this deserving Institution. 

Two hundred and two patients remained in hospital on the 
1st of April, 1901 ; 71 were admitted ; 14 were discharged, resigned, 
or went out on pension ; 54 died during the year ; and 205 
remained on the 31st March, 1902. 

The time spent in hospital by each patient averaged 287'60 days. 
The average daily number of beds occupied throughout the 

year was 203T 6.
